I was  highly  pleased  lately  with  the 
perusal  ol  a work  stiled  ‘ the  year  2500,’ 
in  which  the  benevolent  author  pourtrays 
the  situation  which  he  hopes  France  will 
be  in  at  that  period,  and  shews  in  a very 
striking  point  of  view,  the  absurdity  of 
many  of  the  most  favorite  practices  of 
the  present  day,  in  that  kingdom.  I felt 
myself  strongly  impressed  with  the  idea, 
and  threw  myself  on  a couch  where  I 
pursued  the  reflection  as  far  as  I was  ca- 
pable, extending  my  view  to  this  coun- 
try. After  some  time  I full  asleep,  and 
dreamed  that  I was  transported  to  so  dis- 
tant a period,  as  the  year  1850,  and  that 
on  entering  a coffee  house,  I took  up  a 
newspaper,  and  read  some  paragraphs  of 
the  following  tenor,  which  struck  me 
with  surprise  and  pleasure. 

Philadelphia,  Mays,  1850. 

A letter  received  from  Cadiz  dated  the 
10th  of  March  say  : 

‘ We  have  authentic  accounts  that  the 
American  admiral  Jdeatmale,  with  10  sail 
of  the  line  has  lately  had  a desperaie  cn 
gagement  with  a grand  fleet  of  the  Alge- 
rines, of  H sail  of  the  line,  4 frigates  and 
4 gallics.  Both  fought  with  the  utmost 
bravery — but  two  of  the  Algerine  first 
rate  vessels  being  blown  up,  and  a great 
havock  being  made  among  the  crews  of 
the  rest,  three  struck,  and  the  remainder 
fled.  The  signals  for  chase  were  made 
and  three  more  captured — the  rest  were 
driven  ashore — and  fire-ships  being  sent 
among  them,  were  all  set  on  flames,  and 
consumed.  The  brave  admiral  immedi- 
ately sailed  to  Algiers,  which  he  bom- 
barded with  such  vigour,  that  in  a short 
time  all  the  fortifications  on  the  side  to- 
wards the  sea,  were  levelled,  and  the  city 
almost  entirely  reduced  to  ashes.  The 
Dey  sent  an  ambassador  to  sue  for  peace, 
and  was  so  terrified  at  the  fate  of  the  fleet, 
on  which  he  had  placed  all  his  reliance, 
that  he  consented  io  sutrender  all  the  pi- 
ratical vessels  which  have  *o  long  infest- 
ed the  Mediterranean,  and  even  the  At- 
lantic.’ 

SEQUEL  OF  COM  PORT  ER’S  EXPEDITION 
IN  THE  SOUTH  SEA. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  politeness  of  one  of 
the  officers  of  the  government  for  a copy  of 
the  following  letter,  addressed  by  CapL  Gam- 
bia (of  the  Marines)  to  Com.  Portbr,  on  the 
return  of  the  former  to  the  United  States,  in 
August  last.  Captain  Gamble,  (ihe  reader 
will  recollect)  was  left  by  Commodore  Porter 
with  a few  men,  in  charge  of  two  or  three  ves- 
sels and  some  public  property,  when  lie  sailed 
horn  Madison  Island  lor  Valparaiso,  previous 
to  his  ever-memnrahle  battle  in  the  Essex. — 
T he  following  letter  comprizes  all  the  subse- 
quent occurrences  : 

Copy  of  a letter  f om  Captain  Gamble  to  Corn 
modore  Toner . 

Nzw-Yoiik,  August  30,  1815.  - 
Sir — With  regret  I have  to  inform  you,  the 
frigate  had  not  got  clear  of  the  Marqueses 
before  we  discovered  in  the  natives  a hostile 
disposition  towards  us,  who  in  a few  days  be- 
came so  insolent,  that  I found  it  absolutely 
necessary,  not  only  for  the  security  of  the  ships 
and  property  ou  shore,  but  lot  our  personal 
safety,  to  land  my  men  and  regain  by  force  of 
arms  the  many  tilings  they  had,  in  the  most 
daring  mauuer,  stolen  from  the  encampment  i

With  the  deepest  re- 
gret, to  inform  you,  sir,  midshipmen  William 
i Kellers,  John  Thomas,  Thoms*  Gibbs,  and 
William  Brudinell,  were  massacred,  an-J  Peter 
Coddington  (Marine)  dangerously  wounded. — 
After  bending  the  jib,  and  spanker,  we  cut 
-itir  moorings,  and  fortunately  Iwd  a light 
breeze  that  carried  the  ship  clear  of  the  bay

JAMES  MADISON,

To  all  and  singular  to  whom  these  presents  shall 
c\m-, greeting  : 

Whereas  a convention  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  his  Britannic  Majesty, 
to  regu’ate  the  Commerce  between  the  terri- 
tories rf  the  United  States  and  ofhis  Britan, 
nir  M ijes'v.  was  signed  at  London  on  the 
third  day  of  July,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eighthundred  and  fifteen,  hv  Plenipotentiaries 
respectively  appointed  for  that  purpose,  which 
Convention  is  in  the  words  following  to  wit  : 
A CONVENTION 

To  regu'ntr  the  Commerce  between  the  Territo-

The  United  States  of  America  and  hia  Bri- 
tannic Majesty  being  desirous  hv  a Convention 
to  regulate  the  Commerce  and  Navigation  be- 
tween their  respective  countries,  territories, 
and  people,  in  such  a manner  as  to  render  the 
same  reeiproca!ly  beneficial  and  satisfactorv.

D ictor  j 
ofCivil  Laws  ; and  the  said  plenipotentiaries 
having  mutually  produced  and  shewn  their  j 
said  full  powers',  and  exchanged  copies  of  the  j 
same,  have  agreed  on  and  conlud-d  tiie  follow*  | 
ing  articles,  viz. 

Abt-  1 — Tnere  shall  he  between  the  Terri- 
tories of  the  United  States  of  America  and  all 
the  Territories  of  his  Britannic  Majesty  in 
Europe  a reciprocal  liberty  ol  Commetce.  I lie 
inhabitants  of  the  two  c mntries  respectively 
shall  have  liberty, free! r and  securely  to  come 
with  their  ships  and  cargoes  to  all  such  places, 
ports,  and  rivers  in  the  territories  af  resaid,  to 
which  other  foreigner1,  are  permitted  to  come, 
to  enter  into  the  same  4nd  remain  and  reside  in 
anv  part  of  th<t  mid  territories  respectively, 
also  tohire  and  oc.'Ppv  houses  and  ware-houses 
for  the  purposes  of  their  commerce:  and  gene- 
rally the  merchants  and  traders  of  each  nation 
respectively  shall  enjoy  the  most  complete 
protection  ’ and  security  of  their  commerce, 
hut  subject  always  to  *he  laws  and  statutes  of 
the  two  countries  respectively.

No  higher  or  othe-  duties  or  charges  shall 
be  imposed  in  any  of  the  ports  of  the  United 
States  on  British  vessels,  than  those  payable 
in  the  same  ports  by  vessels  of  the  United 
States  ; nor  in  the  ports  of  hia  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty’s territories  in  Europe,  on  the  vessels  of 
'the  United  States  than  shall  be  payable  in  the 
same  ports  on  British  vessels. 

The  same  duties  shall  be  paid  on  the  im- 
portation into  the  United  States  or  any  articles 
the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  ofhis  Bri- 
tannic M ijesty’s  territories  in  Europe,  whe- 
ther such  importation  shall  be  in  vessels  of 
the  United  States  or  in  British  vessels,  and  the 
name  duties  shall  be  paid  on  the  importation 
into  the  ports  of  any  of  his  Britannic  Majesty’s 
territories  in  Europe  of  anv  articles  the  growth, 
produce  of  manufacture  of  the  United  States, 
whether  such  importation  shall  be  in  British 
vessels,  or  in  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

The  same  duties  6hall  be  paid  and  the  same 
bounties  allowed  on  the  exportation  of  any  ar- 
ticles the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of 
his  Britannic  Majesty’s  territories  in  Europe 
to  the  United  States,  whether  such  exportation 
shall  be  in  vessels  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
British  vessels  ; and  the  same  duties  shall  be 
paid  and  the  same  bounties  allowed,  on  the  ex- 
portation of  any  articles,  the  growth,  produce 
or  manufacture  of  the  United  States  to  his  Bn- 
tannic  Majesty’s  territories  in  Europe,  u he- 

ther  such  exportation  shall  be  in  British  ves- 
sels, or  in  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  in  all  cases  where 
drawbacks  are  or  may  be  allowed,  upon  the 
re  exportation  of  any  goods  the  growth,  pro- 
duce or  manufacture  of  either  country,  respec- 
tively,  the  amount  of  the  said  drawback  shall 
be  the  same,  whether  the  said  goods  shall  have 
been  originally  imported  in  a British  or  Ame- 
rican vessel  : but  when  such  re-exportation 
shall  take  place  from  the  United  States  in  a 
British  vessel,  or  from  the  territories  ofhis

The  intercourse  between  the  United  States 
and  his  Britannic  Majesty's  possessions  in  the 
West-Indies,  and  on  the  continent  of  North 
America,  shall  not  be  effected  by  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  but  each  party  shall 
remain  in  the  complete  possession  ot  its  rights 
with  respect  to  such  an  intercourse. 

Aut.  Ill — His  Britannic  Majesty  agrees 
that  the  vessels  ofthe  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca shall  be  admitted  and  hospitably  received 
at  the  principal  settlements  of  the  British  do- 
minions in  the  East  Indies,  to  wit : Calcutta, 

Madras,  Bombay,  and  Prince  of  Wales’  Island, 
and  that  the  citizens  of  the  said  United  States 
may  freely  carry  on  trade  between  the  said 
principal  settlements  and  the  said  United 
Slates,  in  all  articles  of which  the  importation 
and  exportation,  respectively,  to  and  from  the 
said  territories,  shall  not'be  entirely  prohibit- 
ed : provided  only,  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  them  in  any  time  of  war,  between  the  Bri- 
tish government  and  any  state  or  power  what- 
ever, to  export  from  the  said  territories,  with- 
nut  the  special  permission  of  the  British  go- 
vernment, any  military  stores  or  naval  stores, 
or  rice.  The  citizens  of  the  United  States 
shall  pay  for  their  vessels,  when  admitted,  no 
higher  or  other  duty  or  charge  than  shall  he 
payable  nn  the  vessels  of  the  most  favored  Eu- 
ropean nations,  and  they  shall  pay  no  higher 
or  other  duties  nr  charges  on  the  importation 
or  exportation  of  the  cargoes  of  the  said  ves- 
sels, than  shall  be  payable  oil  the  same  articles 
when  imported  or  exported  in  the  vessels  of 
the  most  favoured  European  nation.

upon  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
convention  concluded  at  London  on  the  3d  of  Ju- 
ly, of  the  present  year,  for  regulating  the  com- 
merce and  navigati  in  between  the  two  coun- 
tries, that  in  consequence  of  events  which  hap- 
pened in  Europe  subsequent  to  the  signature  of 
the  convention  aforesaid,  it  has  heen  expedi- 
ent and  determined  in  conjunction  with  the 
allied  sovereigns,  that  St.  Helena  .hall  be  the 
place  allotted” for  the  future  residence  of  gen- 
eral Napoleon  Bonaparte,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  perfect  se- 
curity of  his  person;  and  it  his  been  resolved, 
for  that  purpose,  that  all  ships  and  vessels 
whatever,  as  well  as  British  ships  and  vessels 
as  others,  excepting  only  ships  belonging  to 
the  East  India  company,  shall  be  excluded 
from  all  communication  with,  or  approach  to 
that  island. 

It  has  therefore,  became  impossible  to  com- 
ply with  so  much  of  the  third  article  of  the 
treaty  as  relates  to  the  liberty  of  touching  for 
refreshment  at  the  Island  of  St.  Helena,  and 
the  ratification  of  the  said  treaty  will  be  ex 
changed  under  the  explicit  declarations  and 
understanding,  that  the  vessels  of  the  United 
States  cann  it  be  allowed  to  touch  at,  or  hold 
anv  communication  whatever,  with  the  said 
Island,  so  long  as  the  said  Island  continues  to 
be  the  place  of  residence  for  the  said  Napo- 
leon Buna  parte.

After  the  lapse 
of  some  months,  Laxmann  received,  in- 
stead of  an  answer  to  the  empress  or  the 
governor-general,  a paper  of  instructions, 
in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  laws  of 
Japan  which  were  fixed  and  irremovable, 
and  never  could  be  shaken,  had  forbidden 
any  foreign  vessels  to  come  into  any  har- 
bor or  port  of  that  kingdom  ; that  the 
only  exception  made  was  in  favor  of  the 
Dutch,  who  are  permitted  to  trade  to 
Nangasaki,  but  never  to  go  into  the  in- 
terior of  tiie  country  ; that  he,  Laxmann, 
having  violated  a law  of  the  state,  ought 
in  strictness,  to  be  prohibited  returning 
to  his  own  country,  and  suffer  death  ; but 
in  consideration  of  his  having  fulfilled  his 
mission  which  was  to  convey  some  sub- 
jects of  Japan  entrusted  to  his  care,  with 
so  much  fidelity  and  firmness,  he  will  be 
permitted  to  return.  The  paper  then 
proceeds  : 

“ As  Japan  has  never  hitherto  entered 
into  any  friendly  intercourse  with  Russia, 
and  consequently  is  ignorant  of  thc  de- 
gree of  dignity  at  which  the  Russian  em- 
pire is  arrived;  and  as  it  is  impossible 
by  means  of  a letter  to  judge  of  the  great- 
er or  less  extent,  or  to  know  what  cus- 
toms and  usages  prevail  in  that  country, 
no  means  are  therefore  presented  of 
judging  how  far  the  two  countries  are 
agreed  in  their  ideas  with  regard  to  res- 
pect or  contempt  being  shewn  by  certain 
actions.  On  this  ground,  and  on  account 
of  this  imperfect  knotvledge,  no  answer 
Jean  be  sent  to  thc  letter  from  Russia,  ex-

This  powerful  monarch  had  sent  him  an 
ampassador  with  a number  of  costly  pre- 
sents. 

If  they  were  accepted,  the  emperor  of 
Japan  must,  according  tothe  customs  of 
the  country,  which  are  considered  as  laws, 
send  an  ambassador  with  presen  ts  of  equal 
value  to  the  emperor  of  Russia.  3ut  as 
there  is  a strict  prohibition  against  either 
thc  inhabitants  or  the  ships  quitting  the 
country,  and  Japan  is  besides  so  poor, 
that  it  is  impossible  to  return  presents  to 
any  thing  like  an  equivalent,  it  is  wholly 
out  of  the  emperor’s  power  to  receive 

either  the  ambassador  of  the  presents. 

Japan  has  no  greut  wants,  and  has  there- 
fore littla  occasion  for  foreign  produc- 
tions : her  few  real  wants,  as  well  as 
those  she  has  contracted  by  custom,  are 
richly  supplied  by  the  Dutch  & Chinese, 
and  luxuries  are  things  she  does  not  wish 
to  see  introduced.  It  would,  besides,  be 
very  difficult  to  establish  an  extensive 
trade,  since  that  must,  almost  of  necessity, 
occasion  frequent  intercourse  between 
the  common  people  and  the  foreign  sail- 
ors ; and  this  is  a thing  s.rictly  prohibi- 
ted.”
